"If I had only looked back do you 
think I would have let her lie there?" 
he said pointing 
to

woods 
where the body was found. He reached 
Lake Forest today in custody of the de- 
tectives and 
State's 
Attorney 
R. J. 
Dady, of Lake county. 


Part of the mystery which surrounded 
the death of Miss Lambert, an 18-year- 
old pupil of 
the 
Deerfield 
township 
liigh school, was solved when it was dis- 
covered that she died of poison and that 
she was a pure girl. 
Orpet ^ t c r 
long 
questioning admitted ho had met 
the 
girl in the lonely woods on a secret 
tryst, and that he had told her that he 
intended to marry another. 


0ij»et^,wa6 taken to the woods this 
forenoon accompanied by 
officers 
and 
walked over the route which he said he 
and Tilarion Lambert followed last Wed- 
nesday. 
Orpet 
pointed out 
the 
spot 
wlierc ho said he quarreled with the girl 
when he told her of his engagement to 
another. 
At the trees beneath which the 
girl's body was found, the party halted 
and searclied for a bottle which might 
have held 
the poison, 
but none was 
ioiuid. 
Ch pet joined in the search. 


In statements 
to 
the officers Orpet 
said he met IMiss Lambert in the woous 
near 
licr 
home 
on 
last 
Wed- 
nesday momijig, by appointment. 
He 
said she pleaded with him for two hour« 
to renew his friendship with her. 
Ho 
said he declined. 
Then, accordinjf to the 
officers, Orpet said he left her, and aa 
ho did she swallowed the poison. Orpet 
said he wrote the young woman making 
an appointment and telling the young 
woman he did not wish to keep up their 
friendship. 
Later he wrote another let- 
ter to the home after finding the body. 


Orpet's confession came at the end of 
five hours' questioning by oflicers. 
He 
was taken into 
custody 
a t 
Madison, 
Wis., and early today admitted that ho 
had been with ^Miss Lambert on the day 
of her death. 
Prior to that he main- 
tabied ho had 
not 
left Madison 
and 
this was corroborated by his landlady, 
who based her statement on the fact 
that his bed appeared to have been slept 
in. 
The Lake Forest authorities today 
made public the statement of a deaf 
mute, who witnessed the meeting.

Something of an idea of the cost to Indiana employers of the 
settlement of claims to injured employes under the workmen's com- 
pensation ]aw is disclosed in a report just made by the state indus- 
trial commission on its work for the first four months of its existence. 
During that time, .$17,752.44 has been paid by employers to employes 
who have return to work. 
To employes who are still disabled $20,- 
320.18 has been paid. 


One thousands five hundred and eighty-two accident claims have 
been settled by agreement. 
Of this number, 990 cases have been 
closed and 592 claimant«'are receiving compensation. Fifteen death 
claims have been settled through agreement and thirt^'-one cases are 
open for adjustment. Li only six cases did the board find no liability 
existing. 
^ 
* 


The report states that 24 per cent, of those receiving comp'ensa- 
tion received $5.50 a week; 25 per cent, received from $6 to $7 a week 
and only 3 per cent, received the maximum of $13.50 a week. Most 
of the persons injured are between 17 and 30, and twenty-one - are 
more than 70. A majority of those injured received from $10 to $20 
a week. Most of the accidents ocurred in the iron and steel trades 
and in the mining industry. 


Several Fort Wayne cases are included in the totals shown above, 
but as most of the larger railroad lines elected to remain outside the 
provisions of the act, the list does not include compensation for in- 
juries to men in railroad work. And unfortunately, too, there is no 
information on which one might base a comparison between the pres- 
ent total cost of accident to employers and that under the old plan in 
which the injured often sought the courts to enforce his claim. 


The decision which has overturned the first result of the local 
option election at Elwood and given a nding that the "wets" have a 
majority of 8 votes hinged on the recognition of ballots in which the 
marks of the voter extended outside the little squares at the words 
= 'Yes" and "No." 
Regardless of the effect, it is the fair thing to 
cast aside technicalities and count the ballot where the voter has 
made clear his intention beyond question, and where the legality of 
the ballot is not attacked on any other ground.

WOULD MEN ENLIST? 


(Kansas City, Mo., Star). 


From statements made by army offi- 
cers before the committees of congress 
now hearing testimony on the proposed 
defense measures the conclusion has 
been drawn in some quarters that vol- 
untary recruiting would not suffice to 
fill the ranks of the proposed reserve 
army. 
These 
statements 
were 
that 
fewer than 50,000 men a year now en- 
list in the regular array. 


The statements were misleading and 
even if they Lad reflected conditions ac- 
curately they would not iustif.y the ap- 
plication of the conclusion to the reserve 
army. 
The number of enlistments in 
the regular army is by no means a cor- 
rect measure of the popularity of the 
service. 
The report of the adjutant 
general of the army for 1915 shows 
that 
168,842 men applied for enlist- 
ment that year, but of these only 39,- 
245 were accepted. 
The figures show 
how exclusive the government can af- 
ford to be when the size of the army is 
limited by law and four times as many 
men as are needed want to get into the 
service. 


FIRE LOSS REDUCED 


(Xcw York Press). 


The fire loss of the United States, 
roughly speaking, averages $225,000,000 
per annum. 
In exceptional years this 
loss iind waste is $1,000,000 a day, a 
tremendous drain on the resources of 
even so rich a nation as the United 
States. 


Figures for 101.3, liowever, show that 
the year's lire loss Avas lower than in 
any preceding rear for a decade. 


tiie loss for 1014 reached $285,991,300 
The loss for 1915 wa-s $182,836,200, or 
$52,755,100 less than the year before. 


How far this improvement is to go, 
and how far it can go, is suggested by 
the fact that in six European coun- 
tries the ])er capita fire loss is 83 cents, 
while in the United States it runs close 
to .$2.50. 


I'ullv 80 per cent, of all the fire 
losses ill tliis country are preventable. 
Careful investigations made by the dif- 
ferent state officials and 
commissions 
indicate that at least 80 per cent, of 
the fires ar© due primarily to, careless- 
ness in their origin. 


The $52,000,000 saved this last year 
by the American people in reduced fire 
waste is just that much gain, as com- 
pared with the year before, for the total 
wcaltli of the country.

climbers call the most difficult feat 
of its kind ever attempted in the 
west. 


In the four pictures below Evajis 
is seen cutting steps in the icy 
mountain side, and the upper pho- 
tograph was made as they reached 
the highest point. 
In the third pic- 
ture from the left notice the ice 
from his breath frozen to Evans' 
face. 


Cllmbinir to the top of Mount Hood, 
Orepfon's loftiest peak on last New 
Year's day, Williaiu Wallace Evans, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Evans, formerly 
of this citv 
and Charles E. Warner, 
both residents of Portland, broke alf 
records for winter mountain Bcaling 
on the west coast. Althoti^h it is pos- 
eible to asccnd the mountain without 
great danger from the south side in 
\ 
mid summer, no one had ever.attempted 
to reach the summit in the winter 
months. 


The story is told in the Sunday Ore- 
ponian, published in Portland, under thvj 
sigmature of Mr. Warner, Avho made the 
trip with Younif Evans. It is in part 
as follows: 


Picturc yourself standing:, Avarm-cla«/ 


and comfortable, in the snow -in mid' 
winter on the highest peak in Ore^cn, 
11,225 feet above sea levci. Below you 
spreads out a vast sea of clouds, hidin}» 
all less ambitious mortals from the 
lififht of the sun, for those clouds are 
at the 7,000-level and only you and 
your chosen companion of the ascent 
share between you the glorious view 
above them. 


In fact, at that particular hour oi 
the year no living animal inhabits the 
space above the clouds, save you two 
of the human species. In the distance 
four other grand peaks lift themselves, 
all pure, serene and majestic in their 
covering of 
enow—Rainier, 
or 
Tah- 
koma, grandest of all; Adams, called 
by Theodore Winthrop "Tahkonia 
the 
Lesser"; St. Helens, perfect, 
symmet- 
rical, the Bweet sister of her rugged 
brethren, and away to the south, Moiuit 
Jefferson, the Matterhorn of America. 


The other mountains are hidden, but 
you do not miss them, for your cup of 
satisfaction is full and you drink deep. 
The dangers and discomforts of 
the 
climb and the fears of the descent 
alike fade awav and you know no past, 
no future—only the indescribable, il- 
limitable present. 


So W. W. Evans, the young Mazama 
leader and Y. M. C. A. mountain guide, 
and I stood'and thanked God Jhat we 
tM'o had had the inspiration to pioneer 
the way into this great domain of hap- 
piness. And perhaps you will not won- 


der tbat^we were willing to face hard- 
ship, "danger and possible death for what 
that supreme moment held for us. Many 
have done more for a lesser reward. 


After describing the journey to the 
foot of the mountain, the preparations 
made there, Mr. Warner continues: We 
•hgd the benelit of the trail left tliat 
morning and the 
previous 
day by 
Messrs. Weygandt, Coalman and Con- 
way, who had gone as fs^r as Cloud Cap 
Inn, but retiu-ned on account 'of bad 
weather. 
In many 
places, 
however, 
this trail simply served 
a guide, and 
we had all tbs work of'breaking a new 
trail. 


My pack was not -well ananged- 
I 
had the solid stuff in my UnUed States 
army knapsack, and (ui ax, a lot of ex- 
tra clothing, and so forth, in my Bleep- 
ing bafc> rtjied up and resting across 
my knapsadc and shoulders. 
Regard- 
ing this part of the trip as simply pre- 
paratory to the real work, I had not 
troubled to make a reflpAlation Alaska 
pack such a« Mr. Fridemm-e sbqwed me 
at Government camp the iollowinK Sim- 
day. 


Bill and I took turns breaking trail 
ajid for several miles we enjoyed the 
work as any healthy animal enjoys 
physical activity^ 
He had an acetylene 
lamp.^which we lighted about 6 o'clock. 
When it went out w« used tvy flash 
light whllo re-charging his lamp. 
We 
found the lamp hfllpfiil in picK'Hg out 
the road, which, while it is kepi clctired

of trees all the year to Cloud Cap Inn, 
is traveled only 
in 
simimer 
beyond 
Mount Hood Lodge, except on special 
occasions. 


Mount Hood Lodge is at about 2,800 
elevation. 
The cabin 
for which we 
were heading is about 6,900. Some olimb 
for heavily-loaded men 
on 
a 
winter 
night, ehi 
Being warm with the hard 
work, We removed sojne of our clothing 
and as we neared the top of the even- 
ing's climb a wind sprung up which 
chilled us. 


Thinking it would not be long till we 
reached the cabin, we did not stop to 
put on clqthing, but plugged 
ahead, 
finally 
becominur 
thoroughly 
chilled 
and stiff, and consequently unable to 
do our best work. I dropped the most 


difficult part of my load (the sleeping 
bag) about a quarter of a mile from 
the cabin and returned for it next 
morning. 


We reached the cabin at 11 o'clock. 
The wind was blowing strong and cold. 
Many "chinks" between the logs of the 
cabin 
were 
open 
and 
windowpanet) 
were broken, but there was wood and 
a stove, and by I o'clock. Bill was in 
bed under li^ht covers, while I sat up 
and kept the lire goipg, for my bed was 
in the woods. I waked him between 4 
and '6, lay down for an hour and then 
got out aher my bed. 


Several days were spent here prepare 
ing for the final climb, and on the'day 
of the final charge the pair was up and 
anxious to work at three o'clock in the 


morning. To continue the narrative: 


Soon we began to try to pick out 
Mazama Rock and the summit. 
I had 
not been un the north side before, ami 
Bill had only seen it in summer. 
It 
iiid not look right and we veered to tiie 
west, coming right against the anchor 
rock and Mark Weygaftdt's ropes, just 
opposite Mazama Rock. 
The sulphur 
smell from the crater was blown over 
the summit to us and was nearly over- 
powering. 
We had run into another 
snow storm, and we broke through the 
cornice and hurried. 
When we looked 
at the sununit it rather startled us, for 
saw wliat at first seemed to be a 
strange rock. 


We quickly guessed that our rock was 
the United States government cabin 


erected by Elijah Coalman last fall. 
Hastonini; toward it. we foimd it en* 
n.ised ill ieu and hard snow. It looked 
as thouirli wo should have a time of it 
eettinir in, but on coniiiiíí to the corner 
where we knew the board window to be, 
wo found tiiis small space to be the 
only part of the. entire building free 
from siKMV. ' If we hud not known that 
no one had been up since November, wa • 
would liavo thought this window hid 
been cleared olí lor ua. 
At 4:30 wa 
entered for the night. 


On the down-trip the two encountered 
many obstacles, and had a great deal of 
trouble with the icy rocks. At one time 
the two got sei)aratod and Evans, reach- 
ing government camp first, organized a 
rescue party and started back, meeting 
/ 
\^'arner on the wav.

sessing character. 
Lincoln was a home- 
ly man in repose, I have been told bv 
those who saw liinj. but in speaking hi.s 
face was transformed. 


In his photographs and contemporary 
portraits there is an indication, despite 
legends, to the contrary, that he had a 
great respect for his personal appear- 
ance. 
He clad himself in a way most 
becoming to his face and figure. More-

men of the Lincoln type 
are left, for in recent years they have 
been rapidly disappearing.

"Uncle Joe" Cannon is also of the Lin- 
coln type. 


Lincoln is an easy subject to get a 
likeness of, but to get the real worth of 
the man into his portrait is an entirely 
different matter. 
He has been the vie- 
tim of somte of the 
most 
atrocious 
things I have ever seen done In the 
name of art. In my opinion Lincoln has 
not been ¡)aintcd satisfactorily by any- 
one. I cannot feel that ho has yet been 
painted—in the true sense of the word. 
It is a great pity that in Lincoln's life- 
time there was no such painter as Sar- 
gent to have 
done him. 
Like 
many 
another painter I regret that I never 
had an opportunity to paint 
Lincoln. 
Carpenter, one of the few who painted 
him from 
life, perhaps did the 
best 
contemporary portrait, and Marshall did 
an engraving that remains famous, but 
still I have the feeling that the great 
likeness of Lincoln is still to be done— 
if it ever is done.

Abraham 
Lincoln, 
aside 
from 
his 
fame and achievements, iti a pre-emin 
ently acceptable and thankful subject 
for the artist. 
The portrait 
painter 
finds liis enthusiasm in just such faces 
as Lincoln's—a beautifully ugly one pos 
sessing character. 
Lincoln was a honie- 
Iv man in repose, I have been told l\v 
those Avho saw him, but in speaking hi.-; 
face was transformed. 


In his photographs and contemporary 
portraits there is an indication, despite 
legends, to the contrary, that he had a 
great respect for his personal appear- 
ance. 
He clad himself in a way most 
becoming to his face and figure. More- 
over, the costume of his time was ;con- 
ducive 
to 
picturesqueness—the 
stocK 
collar, the large lapel and the expansive 
shirt front. 
I 


Not many men of the Lincoln type 
are left, for in recent years they have 
been rapidly disappearing. 
The 'nearest 
approach in men now lit'ing to this per- 
sonal picturesqueness of Lincoln's 
is 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Interior 
Wilson. 
"Uncle Joe" Cannon is also of the Lin- 
coln type. 


Lincoln is an easy subject to get a 
likeness of, but to get the real worth of 
the man into his portrait is an entirely 
different matter. 
He has been the vie- 
tim of somte of the 
most atrocious 
things I have ever seen done In the 
name of art. In my opinion Lincoln has 
not been painted satisfactorily by any- 
one. I cannot feel that he ha.s yet been 
painted—in the true sense of the word. 
It is a great pity that in Lincoln's life^ 
time there Avas no such painter as Sar- 
gent to have done him. 
Like many 
another painter I regret that I never 
had an opportunity to paint Lincoln. 
Carpenter, one of the fe^v who painted 
him from life, perhaps did the 
best 
contemporary portrait, and Marshall did 
an engraving that remains famous, but 
atill I have the feeling that the great 
likeness of Lincoln is still to be done— 
if it ever is done. He has been "sculp- 
ed' 'again and again, but the best Statue 


of him, in my opinion, is Saint-Gaudens' 
in Lincoln park, Chicago. 


There are many good photographs of 
Lincoln—frequently wonder how pho- 
tographer got so modest a man to pos«i 
io often—and with these and other re- 
productions it is still possible to have a 
better portrait of Lincoln—perhaps a 
physiognomy but a facial scrip- 


Gutzon Borglum, the famous Amer- 
ican sculptor, working at the Liiicoln 
statue he is now making. Borglum con- 
siders Lincoln a wonderful subject.

He had opportunity to see 
many prison camps and says he was 
horrified at the condition of the Teu- 
tons. 


There are approximately 900,000 Ger- 
man and Austrian captives in Siberia, 
he says. 
All are hungry, all are suf- 
fering from the bitter cold, and the 
death rate in the camps is enormous. 


In many of the camps 
Wukelield 
found the prisoners without any blan- 
kets Avhatcver, sleeping on the frozen 
ground with the thermometer in some 
cases at 40 degrees below zero. 
Their 
sole food was a Russian disli composed 
of chopped cabbage. 
The water supply 
was painfully inadequate, and sanitary 
conditions Waketield found to be shock- 
ing. 


As a result of the hardships under- 
gone by prisoners, 10 per cent, havo 
died from himger and thirst. 
An ex- 
ample of the awful death rate in these 
camps is cited at Tchita, which is lo- 
cated at the junction of the Amur river 
railroad and the Trans-Siberian 
rail- 
road, In the camp of about 40,000 pris- 
oners there, during 
the 
seven days 
Wakefield 
remained, 
2,000 
prisoners 
died. 


Wakefield says the Russian govern- 
ment is not to blame for the conditions 
in the camps. The government is doing 
all it can, but that is pitifully little. It 
is unable to get any food into the 
region, 
becaii&e of the shortage 
of 
shipping.

He was a member of Grant's 
staff and his ottservations of the rela- 
tions between Lincoln and Grant are 
fully described in his "Campaigning with 
Grant," published by the Century com- 
pany, New York). 


Lincoln and Cirant' met for the firgt 
time at a reception given iat the white 
house jVIarcb 8, 1864; 
by the President and 
Airs. Jvincoln. At this 
reception, which I at- 
tended, the president 
stood in 'thp, "Blue 
Room," 
and

hands cordially witli 
everybody 
a s 
t h e 
vast 
proccssion 
of

a n d 
women 
passed 
in front of 
him. 


He was in evening 
dress, 
and 
wore 
a 
turn-down collaJr a 
Gen. Porter 
gize too large. 
The 
nccktie was rather broad and awkward- 
ly tied. 
Lincoln was more of a Her- 
cules tlian an Adonis. 


Lincoln had sprung from the common 
people to become one of the most un- 
common of men. 


Mrs. Lincoln occupied a position on 
his right. 
At 
about 
half-past nine 
o'clock a commotion near the entrance 
to the room attracted attention, and 1 
was surprised to see General Grant 
walking along modestly with the crowd 
toward ]\Ir, Lincoln. 
He had arrived 
from the west that evening and had 
come to the 'white house to pay his re 
spects to the president. 


Although these two historical charac- 
ters had never met before, Mr. Lincoln 
recognized the general at once from the 
pictures he had seen of him. 
With a 
face radiant 
A v i t h delight, lie advanced 
toward his visitor and cried out; "Why, 
here is General Grant! 
Well, this is a 
great pleasure, I assure you," at the 
same time seizing him by the hand witJi 
a vigor which showed the cordiality of 
the welcome. ' 


Standing face to face for the first 
time were the two men whose names 
will always be inseparably associated 
in connection with the war of the re- 
belUon. 


Grant's right hand clasped the lapel 
of his coat; his head was bent:slightly 
forward, and his eyes upturned toward 
Lincoln's face. 
The president, who was 
eight inches taller, looked down with 
beaming countenance upon his guest. 


On June 21 President Lincoln mad« 
one of his visits to Grant's camp.' As 
the president came down the after- 
gangway, and reached out his long, an- 
gular arm, he wrung General Grants 
hand vigorously, and held it in his for 
some time. 


General Grant said: "I hope you are 
very well, Mr. President." 


"Yes, I am in very good health," Mr. 
Lmcoln replied, "but I don't feel very 
comfortable after my last night on the 
bay. 
I was considerably shaken up. 
:^ry stomach has not recovered from the 
effects." 


An officer of the party saw an op- 
portunity to make this the supreme 
moment of his life. 
He said: "Try a 
glass of chi^mpagne, :Mr. President. That 
is a certain cure for seasickness." 


Mr. I^incoln looked at him for a mo- 
ment and then remarked: 
"No, 
my 
friend, I have seen too many fellows 
seasick ashore from that very stuff." 
This Mas a knockdown for the officer,

heartily. 


Mr. Lincoln wore a high silk hat and 
black trousers and frock coat, 
«y the 
time lie had reached the troops he was 
completely covered with dust, and the 
black color of his clothes had changed 
to Gonfetleratp gray. 
As he. had no 
straps his trousers gradtially worked up 
above his ankles and gave him the ap- 
pearance of a country farmer riding 
into town wearing his Sunday clothes. 
However, the troops wer« so lost in ad- 
miration of the man that the humorous 
aspect did not seem to strike them. 


When General Grant suggested that 
they sec the colored troons. Mr. Lincoln 
replied: "I want to take a look at tho^e 
boys. 
T was opposed when I first fav- 
ored the raising of colored regiments. 
When we wanted every able-bodied man 
to go to the front, T used to tell them 
that at such times it was just^as well 
to be a little color-blind."

tend that Abraham Lincoln is eminently 
more valuable understood and studied 
as a man like the rest of the country'? 
men. 


Lincoln's endowment was a typically 
American 
endowment—good 
sense, 
shrewdness, directness, a love of fair 
play, kindliness and a touch of mysti- 
cism. 


It is not necessary to go far afield to 
search for the clue of Abraham Lin- 
coln's life. It stares us in the face in 
every human document from his boy 
hood up—an enormous interest in every- 
thing which came w^ithin his^range, men, 
facts, ideas, coupled with a passion to 
understand. 


In the humble community in which 
Lincoln was born his was the question- 
ing, serious, prying, unresisting mind. 
A more unpromising field for a mind to 
bite on would be hard to conceive. 


He did all this by grasping every- 
thing about him, turning it over, pull- 
ing it to pieces, putting it together, 
making it his in its facts, its spirit, its 
tendencies. 
His early schoolmates who 
have left their impressions of him in- 
variably speak of his persistency in 
getting to the bottom of problems, his 
energy in committing to memory the 
contents of the books which came his 
way, and his zeal in hunting books, 
borrowing and reading them. 
^ One of his father's complaints was 
the's habit of dropping his work to 
talk with a chance traveler, his in- 
sistence in taking part in the neighbor- 
hood 
discussions and his remorseless 
pinning down of everybody to explain 
what they meant. 
That was what he 
was always and eternally after—Avhat 
things meant, what people meant. 


One invaluable result to Lincoln of 
his continued effort to understand and 
to put his convictions into plain lan- 
guage was the courage and confidence it 
gave him to attack any new subject 
which he needed to know. 
When he 
first decided to enter public life he was 
only 23 years old. 
A friend to whom 
he confided his ambition told him that 
his English was too poor, that he did 
not understand grammar. 


"But .1 can learn," Lincoln said. 
One 
has only to study 
his letters and 
speeches to realize how thoroughly the 
work was done. Outside of an occasion- 
al blunder with "shall" and "will" there 
is but one error in construction to which 
Lincoln was addicted throughout his life 
—he was given to splitting his infin- 
itives—and in this he has had much 
good company. 


Backing U"> arguments with Quota- 
tions has come to be a part of the 
equipment of every agitator and re- 
former. 
The prohibitionists, the women 
suffragists, the labor leaders, preachers, 
teachers, everybody who has a cause, 
tries to strengthen it through Lincoln. 
It,is a tribute to the faith that the 
people have in him. But many of those 
who quote him fail to get from him all 
the help he has to give.. It is not his 
particular opinion, not his wit and wis- 
dom, not his wonderful and moving let- 
ters and speeches, which arc his rontri- 
butions. 
The temper with which he ap- 
proached his probleni.s, the methods by 
which he handled them, there lies the 
deep and real lesson Abraham Lincoln 
has for every man or woman who would 
fit herself for service.

As he talked to me before the meet- 
ing he seemed ill at .ease, with that sort 
of apprehension which a young man 
might feel before presenting himself to 
a new and strange audience. 


It was'a great audience, including all 
the noted men of his party in New 
York; editors, 
clergymen, 
statesmen, 
lawj'ers, merchants, critics. 
They were 
all curious to hear him. His fame as a 
powerful speaker had preceded him, and 
exaggerated 
rumor 
of 
his 
wit—the 
worst 
forerunner 
of 
an 
orator—had 
reached the east. 


When 
William 
Culleu Bryant pre- 
sented Lincoln on the high platform of 
the Cooper institute, a vast sea of eager 
upturned faces greeted him, ,full of in- 
tense curiosit.y to see what this rudo 
child of the people was like. 
Lincoln 
was equal to the occasion. 


When he spoke he was transformed; 
his eye kindled, his voice rang, his face 
shone and seemed to light up the whole 
assembly. 
For an hour and a half ho 
held his audience in the hollow of his 
hand. 


Hi.s style of speech was extremely 
simple. 
With no attempt at ornament 
or rhetoric, without parade or pretense, 
he spoke straight to the point. If any 
came exu'^i-ting the turgid eloquence cf 
the ribaldry of the frontier, they must 
have been startled at the earnest and 
sincere purity of his utterances. 
It was 
marvelous to see how this untutored 
man by mere discipline and the chasten 
ing of his own spirit had outgrown all 
meretricious arts and found his own 
way to the erandeur and stretigth of ab- 
solute simplicity. 


In the kindliest spirit he protested 
against the avowed threat of the south- 
em states to di^troy the Union if, in 
order to secure freedom in those vast 
regions out of which future states were 
to be carved, a republican president 
were-elected. He closed with an appeal 
to his audience to maintain their politi- 
cal purpose on that unassailable issue 
of right and wrong which alone could 
iustify it, and not to be intimidated by 
any threats of destruction to the gov- 
ernment or of ruin to themselves. 


Lincoln concluded with this telling 
sentence, which drove the whole argu- 
ment home to all our hearts: "Let us 
have faith that right makes inight, aiuf 
in that faith let us to the end dare to 
do our duty as we undertsand it." 


During his brief term of power he 
was probably the object of more abuse, 
vilification and ridicule than any other 
man in the world, but when he fell by 
the hand of an assassin, at the very 
moment of his stupendous .victory, all 
the nations vied Avith one .another in 
paving homage to his character. 


The fifty years that have since elaps- 
ed have established his place in history 
as one of the greatest benefactors of 
the human race.

possible to reduce Germany's loss in in- 
fants to seven or eight per cent., Swed- 
en's present rate, and thereby gain 
about 200,000 in population annually. 
He relies largely jipon education to ac- 
complish this result—education 
begin- 
ning with children in the folk schools, 
and extending upwards so as to include 
every person who has anything to do 
with babies, mothers, nurses, physicians, 
and so on. 


He advocates a mild form of sex hy- 
giene instruction in the schools, as well 
as both theoretical and practical educa- 
tion as to the care of children, which 
shall extend from the lowest through 
the highest schools. 


The newspaners can be a great educa- 
tive power for good, he believes, and lie 
recommends that they publish helpful 
articles at regular intervals. They must, 
hoAvever, eliminate 
advert,isements of 
"offerings, the use of which already 
costs the lives of a not inconsequential 
number of babies." 


Maternity hospitals and like institu- 
tions have in the' past, he believes, had 
too 
great 
a 
tendency 
merely

at- 
tention or to exercise any supervision 
over mothers or children afterwards. 
This must be altered, he says, so that 
by some system of inspection the hos- 
pitals may ¿ontinue to exert a whole- 
some influence.

Something of an idea oil the cost to Indiana employers of the 


settlement of claims to injured employes under the workmen's com- 
pensation law is disclosed in a .report jnst made by the state indus- 
trial commission on its work for the tirst four months of its existence. 
During that time, $17,702.4-1: has been paid by employers to employes 
-who have return to work. To employes who are still disabled $-0,- 
U20.1S lias been paid. 


One thousands live hundred find eighty-two accident claims have 


been settled by agreement. 
Of this number, !)'.IO eases have been 


elosed and 5!L* claimants are receiving compensation. Fifteen death 
claims have been settled through agreement and thirty-one cases are 
open for adjustment, in only six cases did the board iind uo liability 
existing. 


The report states that 2-1 per eent. of those receiving compensa- 


tion received $5.50 a week; 25 per cent, received from $6 to $7 a week 
aud only 3 per cent, received the maximum of $13.50 a week. Most 
of the persons injured ore between. 17 and ;JO, mid twenty-one arc 
more than 70, A majority of those injured received from $10 to $20 
a week. Most of the accidents ocurred in the iron and slecl trades 
and in the mining industry. 


Several Fort Wayne eases arc included in the totals shown above, 


but as most of the larger railroad lines elected to remain outside the 
provisions of the act, the list does not include compensation for in- 
juries to men in railroad work. And unfortunately, too, there is no 
information on which one might base a comparison between the pres- 
ent total cost of accident to employers aud that under the old plaa in 
whick the injured often sought the courts to enforce his claim.;

climbing Mount Hood, Oregon's high- 
est peak, "on. what coast mountain 
climbers call the most difficult feat 
of its kind ever attempted in the 
west. 


In the four pictures below Evans 


is seen cutting steps in the icy 
mountain side, and the upper pho- 
tograph was made as they reached 
the highest point. In the third pic- 
ture from the left notice the ice 
from his. breath frozen to Evans' 
face. 


Climbing to tho top of Mount Hood, 


'Oregon's loftiest peak on last Now 
Year's day, William Wallace Evans, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Evans, formerly 
of this citv and Charles E. Warner, 
both residents of Portland, broke ai! 
records for winter mountain scaling 
on the west coast. Although it is .pos- 
sible to ascend the mountain without 
great danger from tho south side in 
nu'd summer, no one had ever attemptei 
to reach the summit in the winter 
months. 


The story is told in the Sunday Ore 


gonian, published in Portland, under thi 
signature of Mr. Warner, who made the 
trip with Young Evans. It is in par 
as follows: 


Picture yourself standing, warm-clai 


ind comfortable, in the snow .'in mid- \ 
vintcr on the highest peak in Oregon, 
.1,225 feet above sea level. Below you 
ipreads out a. vast sea of clouds, hiding 
ill less ambitioirs mortals from the 
ight of the Hun, for those clouds are 
at the 7,000-level and only you and 
Tour chosen companion of the ascent 
share between you tho glorious view 
above them. 


In fact, at that particular hour of 


the year no living animal inhabits the 
spaco above tho clouds, save you two 
of the human species. In the distance 
four other grand peaks lift themselves, 
all pure, serene and majestic in their 
covering of snow—Eainier, 
or 
Tab. 


Icoma, grandest of all; Adams, called 
by Theodora AVinthrop "Tahkoma. the 
Lesser"; St. Helena, perfect, 
symmet- 


rical, the sweet sister of her rugged 
brethren, and away to the south, Mount 
Jefferson, the Matterhorn of America. 


The other mountains are hidden, but 


you do not miss them, for your cup Of 
satisfaction is full and you drink deep 
The dangers and discomforts of the 
climb and 
the 
fears, of • the descenl 


alike fade awav and you know no past 
no' future—only tho indescribable, il- 
limitable present. 


So W. W. Evans, tho young Mazama 


leader and Y. M. C; A. mountain guide 
and 'I stood and thanked God that w< 
two had had.tho inspiration to pioneer 
the way into this great domain of hap 
pincss. And perhaps you will not won 


ler tbatjwe were, willing, to face hard- 
ship, 'danger and possible death for what' 
,hat supreme moment held for us. Maiiy 
lave done more for a lesser reward. 


After describing the journey to the 


:oot of tho mountain, the preparations 
made there, Mr. Warner continues: We 
iad the benefit of the trail left that 
morning and the previdus 
day by 


Messrs. Weygandt, Coalman and Con- 
way, who had gone as far as Cloud Cap 
Inn, but returned on account 'of bad 
weather. 
In many places, 
however, 


this trail.limply served as a guide, and 
we had all the work-of'breaking a ne>v 
trail. 


My p*ek was not well arranged. I 


had tHa solid stuff in my United States 
army knapsack, and an ax, a lot of ex- 
tra clothing, and so forth, in. my sleep 
ing bag, rolled up and resting across 
my knapsack and shoulders. Regard- 
ing this part of the trip as simply pre- 
paratory to the real work, I had not 
troubled to make a regulation Alaska 
pack such as Mr. Pridempre showed me 
at Government camp the follo-winf; Sun- 
day. 


Bill and I took turns breaking trai 


and for several miles we enjoyed the 
work as any healthy animal cnjoyi 
physical activity. He had an aeetylen' 
lamp, which wo lighted about 6 o'clock 
When it went out we used my flasl 
light while re-charginK his lamp. W 
found the lamp helpful In pieties ou 
the road, which, while it is kept cleitrei

difficult part of my load (tlio sleeping! 
bag) about a quarter of a. mile from 
the cabin and returned for it next 
morning. 


Wo reached the cabin at 11 o'clock.

open and windowpanes 


were broken, but there was wood and 
a stove, and by 1 o'clock, Bill was iu 
bed under li"ht covera, while I 'Bat up 
and kept the Gro going, for my iftd wai 
in the woods.

.got out after my bed. 


Several days were spent here prepar
